Who firft feduc'd them to that fowl revolt ? 
Th' infernal ferpent ; he it was, whofe guile 
Stir'd up with envy and revenge, deceived 35 

The mother of mankinde, what time his pride 
Had caft him out from heav'n, with all his hoft 
Of rebel angels, by whofe aid afpiring

He trufted to have equal'd the moft high, 40 
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If he oppos'd ; and with ambitious aim 
Againfl the throne and monarchy of god 
Rais'd impious war in heav'n and battel proud

With hideous ruine and combaftion down 
To bottomlefs perdition, there to dwell

Such place eternal juftice had prepar'd 70 

For thofe rebellious, here their prifon ordain'd 

In utter darkn^s, and their portion fet 

As far removed from god and light of heav'n 

As from the center thrice to th' utmoft pole. 

O how unlike the place from whence they fell ! 

There the companions of his fall, o'rewhelm'd 

With floods and whirlwinds of tempelluous fire. 

He fi>on difcems, and weltring by his fide 

One next himfelf in power, and next in crime. 

Long after known in PalefHne, and nam'd S# 

Beelzebub. To whom th* arch-enemy. 

And thence in heav'n call'd Satan, with bold words 

Breaking the horrid filence thus began. 

If thou beeft he ; but O how falPn ! how changed 
From him, who in the happy realms of light 3$ 
Cloth'd with tranfcendent brightnes did(l oui(hine 
Myriads though bright ! if he whom mutual league. 
United thoughts and counfels, equal hope. 
And hazard in the glorious enterprisfe, 
Joynd with me once, now mifery hath joynd 90 
In equal ruin : into what pit thou feeft 
From what highth ^I'n, fo much the (Ironger provd 
He with his thunder : and till then who knew 
The force of thofe dire arms ? yet not for thofe 
Nor what the potent vidtor in his rage ^g 
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Can elfe inflift do I repent of change^ 
Though changM in outward luflre ; that fixt ihtnd 
And high difdain, from fence of injar'd merit. 
That with the mightieft rais'd me to contend. 
And to the fierce contention brought along ico 
Innumerable force of (pirits ftrm'd 
That durft dislike his reign, and ttie preferring. 
His utmoft power with adverfe power oppos'd 
in dubious battel on the plains of heav'n.

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The pilot of Tome fmall night-foanderM (kiS,

Invefls the fea, and wifhed morn delayes : 
So flretcht oat huge in length the arch-fiend lay 
Chain'd on the burning lake, nor ever thence 2 10 
Had ris'n or heav'd his head, but that the will 
And high permiiTion of all ruling heaven 
Left him at large to his own dark defigns* 
That with reiterated crimes he might. 
Heap on himfclf damnation, while he (ought

Of unbled feet. Him followed his next mate. 
Both glorying to have fcap't the Stygian flood 
As gods, and by their own recover-d ftrength, 24a 
Not by the fulFe ranee of fupemal power. 

Is this the region, this the foil, the clime. 
Said then the loll arch angel, this the feat 
That we mufl change for heav'n, this mournful 

gloom 
For that celeflialiight ? Be it fo, iince hee 
Who now is fovran can difpofe and bid 
What (hall be right : fardeft from him is bed 
Whom reafon hith equald, force hath made fuprean^ 
Above his equals. Farevvel happy fields 
Where joy for ever dwells : hail horrours, hail. 
Infernal world, and thou profoundell hell 
Receive thy new poflefTor : one who brings 
A mind not to be changM by place or time. 
The mind is its own place, and in it iclf. 
Can make a heav*n of hell, a helj of heav'n^ 
What matter where, if I/be Hill the fame,, 
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And what I fhould be^ all but lefs then hee 
Whom thunder hath made greater ? Here at leaft 
We (hall be free j th' almighty hath not built 
Here for his envy, will not drive us hence : 
Here we may reign fecure, and in my choyce 
To reign is worth ambition though in hell : 
Better to reign in hell, then ferve in heav*n. 
But wherefore let we then our faithful friends> 
Th* aflbciates and copartners of our lofs. 
Lye thus aftonifht on the oblivious pool« 
And call them not to fhare with us their part 
In this unhappy manfion, or once more 
With rallied arms to try what may be yet 
Regain'd in heav'n, or what more loft in hell ? 270 

So Satan fpake, and him Beelzebub 
Thus anfwcr'd. Leader of thofe armies bright. 
Which butth' omnipotent none could have foyl'd. 
If once they hear that voyce, their livelieft pledge 
Of hope in fears and dangers, heard fo oft 
In worft extreams, and on the perilous tdge 
Of battel when it ragM, in all afTaults 
Their fureft figiial, they will foon refume 
New courage and revive, though now they lye 
Groveling and proftrate on yon lake of fire, 280 
As we erewhile, aftounded and amaz'd^ 
1^0 wonder, falPn fuch a pernicious highth. 

He fcarce had ceas't when the fuperiour fiend

Or in Valdarno, to deicry new lands. 

Rivers or mountains in her fpotty globe. 

His fpear, to equal which the tailed pine 

Hewn on Norwegian hills, to be the mail 

Of fome great ammiraU were but a wand. 

He walkt with to fupport uneafie fteps 

Over the burning marie, not like thofe fteps 

On heavens azure, and the torrid clime 

Smote on him fore befides, vaulted with &rc ; 

Nathlcfs he fb endur'd, till on the beach 

Of that inflamed fea, he flood and call'd 

His legions, angel forms, who lay intrans't 300 

Thick as autumnal leaves, that flrow the brooks 

In Vallombrofa, where th' Etmrian ibades 

High overarch't imbowr ; or fcatterd fedge 

Afloat, when with fierce winds Orion arm'd 

Hath vext the red-fea coafl, whofe waves ore- 

threw 
Bpfiris and his Memphian chivalrie. 
While with perfidious hatred they purfu'd 
The foujourners of Golhcn, who beheld 
From the fafe (hore their floating carkafes 310 
And broken ciiarioC wheels, (0 thick beftrown 
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Abjedl and loll lay thefe, covering the flood> 
Under amazement of their hideous change. 
He call'd fo loud, that all the hollow deep 
Of hell refounded. Princes, potentates, 
Warners, the flowr of heav'n, once yours, now loft. 
If fuch allonilhment as this can fieze 
Eternal fpirits ; or have ye chos'n this place 
After the toyl of battel to repofe 
Your wearied vertue, for the eafe you find 320^ 
To (lumber here, as in the vales of heaven ? 
Or in this abje^l pofture have ye fwom 
To adore the conquerour ? who now beholds 
Cherube and Graph rowling in the flood 
With fcatter'd arms and enfigns, till anon 
His fwift parfaers from heav'n gates diicem 
Th* advantage, and defcending tread us dowi^ 
Thus drooping, or with linked thunderbolts 
Transfix us to the bottom of this gulfe. 
Awake, arife, or be for ever fallen. 330 

. They heard, and were abalht, and up they 

fprung 
Upon the wing, as when men wont to watch 
On duty, flepping found by whom they dread, 
Roofe and beftir themfelves ere well awake. 
Nor did they not perceave the evil plight 
In which they were, or the fierce pains not fscl ; 
Yet to their generals voyce they foon obeyd 
Innumerahle. As when the potent xoi 
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Of Amrams fon in Egypts evill day

Say, mafe, their names then known, who firfl, who

Came fingly where he flood on the bare (Irand, 
While the promifcous crOud flood yet aloof. 330 
The chief were thofe who from the pit of hell 
Roaming to fcek their prey on earth, durll fix 
Their feats long after next the feat of god. 
Their altars by his altar, gods ador'd 
Among the nations round, and durfl abide 
Jehovah thundring out of Sion, thron'd 
Between the cherubim ; yea, often plac'd 
Within his fandluary it felf their flirines. 
Abominations ; and with curfed things 
His holy rites, and folemn feafts profoji'd, 390 
Aud with their darknefs durfl affront his light. 
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Firit Moloch^ horrid king> befmear'd with blood 
Of human facrifice, and parents tears, 
^'hough for the noyie of drums and timbrels loud 
Their childrens cries unheard* that paft through 

fire 
To his grim idol. Him the Ammonite 
Worfhipt in Rabba and her watry plain. 
In Argob and in Bafan, to the ftream 
Of utmofl Arnon. Nor content with fuch 
Audacious neighbourhood* the wiibil heart 400 
Of Solomon he led by fraud to build 
His temple right aganiil the temple of god 
On that opprobrious hill, and made his grove 
The pleafant vally of Hinnom, Tophct thence 
And black Gehenna call'd* the type of hell. 
Next Chemos, th' obiccne dread of Moabs fonsy 
From Aroer to Nebo> and the wild 
Of fouthmod Abarim : in Hefebon 
And Heronaim, Seons realm, beyond 
The flowry dale of Sibma clad with vines. 
And Eleale* to th' Afphakick pool. 
Peor his other name, when he entic*d 
Xfraelin Sittim, on their march from Nile, 
To do him wanton rites, which cod them woe. 
Yet thence his luftful orgies he enlarg'd 
Even to that hill of fcandal, by the grove 415 
Of Moloch homicide, lull hard by hate; 
Till good Jofiah drove them thsncc to hell. 
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With thefe came they, who from the bordring 

flood 
Of old Euphrates to the brook that parts 429 
Egypt from Syrian groand, had general names 
Of Baalim and Afhtaroth> thofe male, 
Thefe feminine. For fpirits when they pleafe 
Can either fex afTume, or both ; fo foft 
And uncompounded is their efTence pure. 
Not ti*d or manaclM with joynt or limb. 
Not founded on the brittle ftrength of bones. 
Like cumbrous flefh ; but in what (hape they 

choofe 
Dilated or condens't^ bright or obfcure. 
Can execute their aerie purpofes, 430 

And works of love or enmity fulfill. 
For thofe the race of Ifrael oft for(bok 
Their living ftrength, and unfrequented left 
His righteous altar, bowing lowly down 
1 o beftial gods $ for which iheir heads as low 435 
Bow'd down in battel, funk before the fpear 
Of defpicable foes. With thefe in troop 
Came Aftoreth, whom the Phsenicians call'd 
Aftarte, queen of heav*n, with crefecnt horns ; 
To whofe bright image nightly by the moon 440 
Sidonian virgins paid their vows and fongs. 
In Sion, alfo not unfung, where ftood 
Her temple on th' oft'enfiue mountain, built 
By that usurious king, whofe heart the uoh large.

Beguird by fair ido1atrefIes> fell . 445 

To idols foal. Thammuz came next behind, 

Whofe annual wound in Lebanon allur'd- 

The Syrian damfels to lament his fate 

In amorous dittyes all a fummers day. 

While fmooth Adonis from his native rock 450 

Ran purple to the Tea, fuppos'd with blood 

Of Thammuz yearly wounded : the love-tale 

Infedled Sions daughters with like heat> 

Whofe tvanton pafiions in the facred porch 

Ezekiel faw, when by the vifion led 455 

His eye furvay'd the dark idolatries 

Of alienated Judah. Next came one 

Who mourn'd in earneft, when the captive ark 

MaimM his brute image, head and hands lopt off 

In his own temple> on the gruniel edge> 460 

Where he fell flat, and (ham'd his wor{hiper9 ; 

Dagon his name, fe^ monfier, upward man 

And downward fiih : yet had his temple high 

Rear'd in Azotus, dreaded through the coaA 

Of PalefUne> in Gath and Afcalon* 465 

And Accaron and Gaza*s frontier bounds. 

Him foUow'd Rimmon, whofe delightful feat 

Was fair Damafcus> on the (crtil banks 

Of Abbana and Pharphar» lucid dreams. 

He alfo againfl the houfe of god was bold : 470 

A leper once he loll and gain*d a kinj;>

The reft were long to tell> though far renown'd,

With his enormous brood, and birthright feis*d 

By younger Saturni he from mightier Jove 

His own and Rhea's fon like meafure found ;

Thir number lad he fumms. And now his heart 
Diftends with pride, and hardning in his ftrength 
Glories: for never fince created man, 
Met fuch imbodied force, as nam'd with thefe

Warr'd on by cranes : though all the giant brood 
Of Phlegra with th' heroic race were joyn'd

Begirt with Britiih and Armoric knights ;

When Charlemain with all his peerage fell 
By Fontarabbia. Thus far thefe beyond

Thir dread commander : he above the reft 
In fhape and geftare proudly eminent 590 

Stood like a towr ; his form had yet not loft 
All her original brightnefs, nor appear'd
